State is Ready 

SACRAMENTO, (iP) Prepara- 
tions for the greatest registration 
of California men in peacetime his- 
tory were completed today as se- 
lective service officials issued a fi- 
nal appeal for all men between 21 
and 36 to appear at local voting pre- 
cincts tomorrow for draft registra- 
tion. 


Precinct officials will register men 
between 7 a. m. and 9 p. m. Men 
may appear at any polling location 
in the state or nation, if away from 
home, and the cards will be sort- 
ed and returned to the proper draft 
boards. 

Each man registering will receive 
a number and a national nottery 
from the now-famous fish bowl in 
Washington will determine which 
men will be called up for. military 
service. Those drawn in the lottery 
will receive a 60-question form tO} 
answer, which the local draft boards 
will use to determine which men 
shall be deferred and which sent 
to army camps.

exempt from registration are those 
already members of the military 
services.

The Democratic platform of 1932 
declared: ‘‘We advocate an immedi- 
ate and drastic reduction of govern- 
ment expenditures by abolishing 
useless commissions and _ offices, 
consolidating departments and bu- 
reaus, and eliminating extrava- 
gance, to accomplish a saving of not 
less than 25 per cent in the cost of 
Federal Government. . .” 

In the light of this pledge, let’s 
look at the record. 

Federal expenditures have  in- 
creased under President Roosevelt 
from $3,794,000,000 in 1933 to $9,142,- 
000,000 in 1939. 

The total Federal expenditures in- 
creased by 141 per cent from 1933 
to 1939. Largely thru an expansion 
of boards, commissions, personnel, 
and functions, the ordinary expendi- 
tures were increased 56 per cent 
from 1933 to 1939. Total emergency 
and relief expenditures were _ in- 
ereased by 374 per cent from 1933 
to 1939. 

During the period of the New 
Deal, more than 75 new government 
agencies have been createa, employ- 
ing many thousands. 


Reason for Surplus 

From July 1, 1937, through June 
30, 1939, the Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Corporation spent $30,479,- 
000 in disposing of surpluses of 20 
American farm commodities which 
were subject to tariff concessions 
under New Deal reciprocal trade 
agreements. During the same pe- 
riod we imported from foreign coun- 
tries these same commodities to the 
value of $92,298,000. 


Loss in Pork Products 

America sold to foreign countries 
84,175,000 pounds of hams, shoul- 
ders, bacon and sides in 1932. For 
1938 our foreign sale of these prod- 
ucts of American farms was only 
63,559,000 pounds, despite New Deal 
trade agreements.

Q. Will it be possible for me to 
get a registration card and fill it 
out myself and return it later to 
the registrar? A. No. The regis- 
trar must fill out the card himself 
and will first write your responses 
on a separate piece of paper, after 
which you will be allowed to see 
them for verification before he 
prints them on the card. 

Q. In event I am unable to reg- 
ister because of some physical dif- 
ficulty, will I be punished? A. If 
a person cannot register—for in- 
stance if he is marooned in a flood 
—he should report as soon as pos- 
sible to his local draft board, where 
he will be registered. If he has a 
valid reason, he will not be pun- 
ished. 

Q. If I am to ill to go to a reg- 
istration place, what shall I do? 
A. If not in a hospital, the sick 
person must send some grown per- 
son to the registration place. This 
person may be deputized to make 
out the card. 

Q. If I am quarantined or too 
sick to be registered, what shall I 
do? A. In that case, present your- 
self as soon as you are able to 
your local board and ask to be reg- 
istered. 

Q. I am a conscientious object- 
or. Do I need to register? A. Yes. 
Provision has been made to re- 
lieve conscientious objectors of com- 
batant service but the question 
should be raised later at the local 
board. 

Q. What will happen if I re- 
fuse to register because I do not 
believe in the draft? A. Witnes- 
ses will be called to note your re- 
fusal and the proper law enforce- 
ment authorities will be notified. 
Registrars have been notified to 
deal “promptly and firmly” with 
persons delaying registration. A 
fine and jail sentences are pre- 
scribed for those persons delay- 
ing or falsifying in registration.

much less striking power. 

This change in tactics has be- 
come especially evident through an- 
nouncements that the German 


fighter planes now are being equip- | 


ped with devices for doing the 
bombing themselves. Previously, the 
principal purpose of the fighter 
planes was to protect the great 
bombers 
hundred to two thousand pounds. 

These bomber squadrons required 
two to three times the number of 
fighter planes to guard them, for if 
left to themselves they were help- 
less against the speedy British 
fighters. Owing to the initiative of 
Lord Beaverbrook the British fight- 
ing planes were instructed to evade 
the German fighters as far as pos- 
sible and concentrate against the 
bombers. As a result until the 
change in the German tactics, more 
than seventy-five per cent of the 
Nazi planes destroyed over Great 
Britain were of the bombing type. 

Now there are few heavy bomb- 
ers being sent over Britain in day- 
time raids, though they continue to 
be employed at night when dark- 
ness affords them natural protec- 
tion. The German fighter planes 
are carrying most of the bombs for 
daylight operations. The capacity 
of the fighters, however, is used 
principally for armament, usually 
allowing only small bombs to be 
carried. 

Thus the damage and the casual- 
ties resulting from the German 
raiders have begun to dwindle.
